GIVES TERMS OF SAMOAREPORT 


nating European Ruler for Gov- 
ernor—Other Provisions. 

Berlin, Aug. 15.—The Konische Zeitung 
publishes what is described as the substance 
of the report of the Samoan commission. 

According to this abstract the future gov- 
ernment of the Samoan Islands is to con- 
sist of a Governor and a council of three 
members to be elected by the three powers. 

The commission favors the nomination of 
a European ruler as Governor. The Gov- 
ernor will nominate all officials and have 
power to punish or pardon state offenders. 
His signature will be necessary in the enact- 
ment of laws. 

The legislature will consist of the Governor 
and council, three members forming a quo- 
rum, and the Governor having a casting 
vote. 

The powers reserve to themselves the right 
to alter or invalidate laws enacted by the 
Legislature. 

The Governor will annually convene an 
assembly of natives to deal with domestic 
affairs. Its decisions will be liable tq re- 
vision. 

The Chief Justice is to be elected. He 
must bea man of probity, versed in law 
and equity.“ His salary shall be $5,000, | 

All decrees of the Legislature must have 
received the consent of three members of 
the native assembly, composed of Gov- 
ernors of the different districts. Chief 
Justice, or some other official nominated by 
the Governor, shall preside over the de- 
liberations of the assembly, but without a 
vote. 

On all questions within, his jurisdiction the 
decisions of the Chief Justice shall be final, 
but the three powers reserve the right to 
modify or revoke decisions on political or 
constitutional questions or matters of in- 
ternational law. . 

Disputes between Samoa and any of the 
treaty powers are not to be regarded as 


Chief Justice. 

The High Court of Justice will have cog- 
nizance, in the first and final instance, of 
all questions arising out of the interpreta~ 
tion of the treaty and of all questions con- 
cerning real property and foreigners and 
Court of Appeal. | 

None of these REO will interfere 
with the jurisdiction of the Council regard- 
ing ships and saflors of their own nation- 
ality. The right of habeas corpus can only 
be suspended during a state of actual war. 

The salary of the Governor, or administra- 
tion, shall be $6,000.

fenses, punishable only by a small fine or a 
brief term of imprisonment. They are sent 
to the House of Correction, serve out their 
terms, are discharged, and are soon under 
arrest for being drunk and disorderly. Of-

The Deputy Cor- 
oner continued further hearing until Aug. 
22. In the meantime Lieutenant Healy of 
the Stanton Avenue Station will search for 
three important witnesses whose present 
whereabouts is unknown. , 

The fiyst witness was Dr. Anna Wells, 
who occupied apartments on the third floor 
of the burned building. She said that on 
the night of the fire she discovered Clarence 
Britton, for whom the police are now search- 
ing, in her room. For some time tenants 
had been complaining of leaks in the gas 
pipes. When she met Britton he was carry- 
ing a bag. She wondered at this and asked 
him what he was doing in her apartments. 
Britton, she said, stared at her for a mo- 
ment and then said: 

1 am always getting into trouble doing 
things for other people.” | 

Janitor Kraig’s Story. 

Charles A. Kraig, 586 West Lake street, 
who at the time of the fire was janitor of 
the structure, testified that on several occa- 
} sions he had discovered gas escaping on the 
fourth and sixth floors. f | 

The testimony of the janitor tended to 
show that the fire originated in the north- 
east corner of the basement, where the gas 
meter that supplied light to the halls was 
situated. Kraig, however, said the fire did 
not originate at the meter, the hall lights 
were lit.

As she was a remarkably pretty girl, the 
Archduke was soon attracted, first to the 
features and then to the tigure of his pos- 
tilion, and at the end of the relay asked 
for an explanation. He was so much 
touched by her devotion to her father that 
he interested himself in her behalf, caused 
her to be educated in a neighboring con- 
vent, and two years later married her mor- 
ganatically, securing for her from his 
brother the title of Baroness Brandhofen, 
her maiden name having been Anna Plochel. 
She bore the Archduke a son, who al first 
was styled by his mother’s title of Baron 
Brandhofen, and subsequently. when his 
mother was raised by the present Emperor 
to the rank of Countess Meran, he, tao, be- 
came Count of Meran.

Discussion of the Proposed Changes 


Fart of the Business Session—One 
Hundred and Forty-four Delegates 
| Present—Expression of Views on 
Kindergartens in the South—Widow 
| 8 Senator Bruce Speaks in Evening. 


lab a result of a decisive vote taken in the 
convention of the National Association of 
Colored Women's Clubs yesterday at Quinn 
Chapel the association will be obliged to 
elect a new set of national officers today. 
The second day’s proceedings of the conven- 
tion opened rather late because of the late 
hour to which the banquet and reception of 
the previous evening had been extended.
